BEEF TRUST INQUIRY 


HAS BEEN COMPLETED 


Commissioner Garfield Finishes Inves- 


tigation and Report Soon Will 


Be Given President. 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Commission- 


er Garfielrt has completed' the inquiry 
into the operations of the beef, trust 
and his report soon will be filed with 
President Roosevelt for transmission 
to congress. The resolution directing 
th;s inquiry stated that since July 1, 
1003, there has been a wide margin 
between the price of live cuttle and 
l.he price of dressed beef, the former 
declining to such a figure that many 
cattlemen had been driven into bank- 
ruptcy, and it is <rsked v/hcther this 
disparity was caused in whole or in 
part by a combination in restraint of 
trade; "whether the margin could be 
accounted for by natural causes 
or 


whether it resulted from artificial in- 
fluences controlled by a combination 
in restraint of trade.

40 -per 
cent in buying-new ones;-that from 
the economic standpoint waste was 
avoided 'in that .Books were used un-

Major General Kondratenko Is Given 


Credit for Keeping the Citadel From 
Falling Into the Hands of the Be 
siegers. 


London, Jan. 11.—With the fall of 


Port Arthur the veil of secrecy and 


. mystery behind which for so long op- 


erations at the fitetress were hidden 
has changed its location, and is -now 
shielding impenetrably the movements 
and destiny of the Baltic" fleet. 


The latest and most startling of the 


contradictory reports concerning Vice 
Admiral Rojestvensky's fleet is con- 
tained in a dispatch received in Lon- 
don declaring that, the Russian war- 
ships are at the present moment en- 
gaged in a deadly game of hide and 
seek with a strong Japanese squad- 
ron, whose mission, it is asserted, Ts 
to engage the Baltic fleet before it 
proceeds farther on its voyage to the 
far East or retreats to the safety of 


', home waters. 


'Japs Ready to Fight. 


So far as it is possible to trace its 


movements, the Russian fleet is now 
concentrated'off the west coast of 
Madagascar. 
Dispatches from Port 


Louis, in the island of Mauritius de- 
clare that a strong Japanese squadron 
has reached Diego Garcia, in the Cha- 
gos islands. 
It is believed that this 


squadron will proceed at once to meet

Stoessel Not Real Hero. 


The Dally Telegraph's Port Arthu 


correspondent says that, according to 
stories by prisoners, the real defend 
er of the, fortress was Maj. Gen. Kon 
dnuenko. commander of the Seventh 
East Siberian rifle brigade (who was 
killed Dec. 15), and that had he'lived 
it is probable the fortress would not 
have W:en surrendered. 


Gen. 
Stoessel, the correspondent 


adds, was inclined to surrender as 
early as last August. The garrison 
he concludes, included 10,000 Poles 
who were indifferent fighters.

twenty Japanese were killed by the'ex- 
plosion of a contact mine inside of the 
forts, and that two mines in the town 
also exploded.
